I.  The  word  “Company”,  wherever  used  in  these  Conditions  of  Sale,  means  the 
American  Art  Association-Anderson  Galleries,  Inc. 

1.  The  Company  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  correctly 
the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids  are  to 
be  for  a single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  under  a num- 
bered item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one  numbered 
item  are  designated  as  a “Lot”  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  irrespective  of  the 
number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the  event 
of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion,  determine 
who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the  auctioneer  may 
reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute.

The  original  owner  for  whom  this  portrait  was  painted  was  Henry 
Kuhl,  a prominent  Philadelphian  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Academy  of  Fine  Arts  in  1805;  he  was  an  intimate  friend  of 
Stuart  and  related  to  him  by  marriage.  Kuhl  owned  examples  of  both 
o the  Lansdowne  and  the  Athenaeum  types  of  Stuart’s  Washington  por- 

traits. The  present  (Lansdowne)  portrait  was  given  by  him  to  his 
daughter  Margaret  as  a wedding  present;  she  sold  it  in  1857  t0  Thomas 
Skelton  Harrison,  a former  president  of  the  Art  Club  of  Philadelphia 
and  U.  S.  Consul  to  Egypt,  whose  family  also  owned  the  famous  original 
Vaughan  portrait  lately  in  the  Thomas  B.  Clarke  collection.  The  present 
picture  was  purchased  at  the  public  sale  of  Mr.  Harrison’s  paintings  by- 
Jos.  T.  Kinsley,  a well-known  citizen  of  Philadelphia.  From  Mr.  Kinsley' 
it  passed  into  the  possession  of  J.  H.  Dripps,  and  was  sold  in  the  Dripps 
sale  in  1924  at  the  Anderson  Galleries  for  the  sum  of  $25,000. 

The  painting  was  always  known  as  a Gilbert  Stuart  and  has  by 
some  writers  been  considered  a study  for  the  original  Lansdowne  full 
length.  Later  criticism,  however,  has  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  head, 
hands,  jabot,  and  cuffs  were  the  work  of  Stuart,  and  that  the  draperies 
and  still  life  were  painted  in  his  studio,  either  by  Jane  Stuart,  or  (as 
Mr.  Albert  Rosenthal  suggests)  by  Frothingham.  The  present  attribution 
of  the  secondary  work  in  the  picture  must  therefore  be  regarded  as 
tentative.

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  Colonel’s 
portrait,  and  he  sat  twice;  in  reminiscences  of  these  visits  the  Princess 
states  that  she  could  add  little  on  the  second  visit  since  Colonel  Roosevelt 
was  plainly  showing  the  effects  of  the  illness  which  proved  fatal.
